W a s h in g t o n , October 4 th —It is under­ 
stood at the W ar Departm ent that the Gov-, 
ernor ol Arizona has already made an 
official requisition upon the Governor of 
Texas for Geronitno aud his companions, 
in order bhat they may be tried under the 
civil laws for m urder and other crimes 
comm itted in Arizona, but this cannot be 
done. The Indians arc not in charge of 
the G orem or of Texas, and the President 
m ust protect them in accordance with the 
promises made by General Miles. Thereis 
a conflict of opinion as to the condition of 
the Indians at the tim e of the surrender. 
Miles, in his report, shows that Ihev were 
never before in such desperate straits. They 
were worn out and nearly starved, sur­ 
rounded by troop3, and unable to continue 
on the war-path more than a couple of 
months. On the other hand, well-informed 
arm y officers hold that the hostiles had re­ 
cently replenished their supplies and am ­ 
m unition and were as capable as ever of 
continuing the depredations, and that it 
was much wiser to accept the term s of the 
hostiles than to run the risk of continued 
rapine and m urder. If this latter case is 
the true one, it cannot be offered in defense 
of Miles’ nction, for he reports an entirely 
different condition of affairs. Xo otficia’l 
information has been received at the War 
D epartm ent from I/euteuant Gatewood, 
the officer to whom Gerónimo first sur­ 
rendered, nor from Captain Lawton, who 
was in command of the troops in pursuit of 
the hostiles. 
A telegram from Captain 
Lawton to a friend—that there were no 
term s of surrender—is not considered at 
h e War Department, because unofficial. 
S u g a r-M a k in g S im p lified . 
W ashington, October 1th.— Last year 
the Department of Agriculture began to ex­ 
periment in a small way at Ottawa, Kan­ 
sas, with the diffusion sugar-making pro­ 
cess, as applied to sorghum cane. Instead 
of crushing the cane, as in the sugar-cane 
process, it was sawed off’ in minute slices 
and the sucrose, or sugar-yielding sap ex­ 
tracted by streams of water. The results 
obtained wereso encouraging that the field 
of operations was removed to Fort Scott 
this year, and with a largely increased 
plant, and experiments are now in progress 
on a scale ot some magnitude. To-day a 
telegram was received from Prof. Wiley, 
Chemist of the Department, who is in 
charge of the works, announcing the com­ 
plete success of the experiments. The tel­ 
egram states that syrup has been obtained 
from sorghum cane of a light color, good 
tlavor, and crystallizing well. There was a 
complete extraction of the sucrose in six 
of the cells of the battery. Commissioner 
Collins is very much elated at the result of 
the experiments, and regards them as of 
great value from an economical point of 
view. In the process now had in the South, 
there are lots (nearly .Viper cent.) of sacchar­ 
ine matter retained in the cane, while the 
experiments at Fort Scott show an abso­ 
lute extraction of all the sugar.

W a s h in g t o n , October 
4th.—Attorney- 
General Garland, who returned on Satur­ 
day night, resumed his duties at the De­ 
partment of Justice to-day. 
The President resumed" his afternoon re­ 
ceptions to day and received about 200 
callers. 
The general distribution of the new one- 
dollar silver certificates began to-day and 
will be continued until the demand, which 
is very great, has been entirely supplied. 
Notes are now being printed at the rate of 
30,000 daily. The two-dollar silver certifi­ 
cates will not be ready for issue for two 
weeks yet. 
The Treasury Department has published 
a statement showing the population, net 
revenue and net expenditure of the Gov­ 
ernment for the last fiscal year, with the 
per capita of revenues and expenditures. 
The population is given at 58,420,000, and 
the net revenue at $330,4.'59,727, being a per 
capita of $570. or $0 greater than for the 
fiscal year of 1385. The expenditures were 
$212,433,138, a per capita of .<115, or $24 less 
than that of the previous year.

W ashington.October4 h.—riomeanxietv 
is felt at tito Department of Agriculture 
over the failure of the State and local au­ 
thorities to fully co-operate with the De­ 
partment in its efforts to stamp out pleuro­ 
pneumonia. The fund at the disposal of 
the departments for the suppression of con­ 
tagious disease among cattle was estimated 
tobe $100,000, and the heavy expenses of 
the last few weeks have made serious in ­ 
roads on the appropriation. The quaran­ 
tine at Chicago is maintained at a daily 
cost of $150. There seems to have been "a 
total failure on the part of the State au­ 
thorities to destroy the infected animals.

N ew Y o bk, October 4th.—The managers 
of the Henry George canvass are making 
elaborate preparations for a ratification 
meeting at Cooper’s Institute to-morrow 
evening. George will then formally accept 
the ntmiinalicyi tendered to him, and will 
announce what his line of policy will be 
should he be elected next month. Ilis fol­ 
lowers claim that there is every indication 
now that he will be elected.

G ladstone an d th e IrLsli People. 
Ha w a r d e n , October 4th.—Gladstone and 
his wile to-day received Mrs. D. Sullivan, 
wife of the Lord Mayor of Dublin, and a 
deputation of Irish ladies appointed by the 
women ot Ireland to present the ex-Pre­ 
mier with a mammoth petition in favor of 
home rule. The petition bears the signa­ 
ture of 500.000 Irish women. Great crowds 
have Hocked hither all day, in view of the 
event. Accompanying the deputation of 
Irish ladies were deputations representing 
the municipal councils of Cork. Limerick, 
Waterford and Clonmel. When Gladstone, 
with his family, emerged from the house 
to receive the deputation he was greeted 
with hearty and ’prolonged cheering by the 
multitude of visitors on the grounds. Ar­ 
rived in the library, Mrs. Sullivan read the 
address of the Irish women. The Mayoi 
of Cork, the Mayor of Limerick, the Mayor 
of Waterford and the Mayor of Clonmel 
then presented Mr. Gladstone with the free­ 
dom of those cities, and thanked him for 
his chivalrous and splendid efforts to re­ 
store Ireland’s Parliament, expressing the 
hope that he would soon visit Ireland to 
receive from thelrish people at their homes 
the thanks they all l it towards him. 
When Gladstone replied his voice was 
somewhat husky, lie said he believed 
that the deputations and the Nationalist 
members of the House of Commons truly 
represented the Irish people. "At my age, 
however,” Gladstone said, in reference to 
the request that he visit Ireland, 
(beques- 
tion ot visiting Ireland and the question of 
Ireland is beset with uncertainties. W hat­ 
ever may be ray condition, whether of bod­ 
ily presence or absent from among them, 
the Irish people will always largely share 
my interest and iny affection.” 
LOYAL 
TO 
ENGLAND, W IU L E 
JUST TO IR E - 
LAN I*. 
Mr. Gladstone added that he must deny 
the statement that he had renounced his 
former attitude by supporting the proposal 
to restore the Irish Parliament. 
He said 
also that he was thankful for the share lie 
took in passing such Irish measures as had 
been made laws during his public career. 
He continued : " The whole character of 
the Irish controversy has altered. 
We do 
not now contemplate the dreadful alterna­ 
tives our fathers faced centuries ago. rtor 
the alternativo Wellington faced when 
he said 
that 
he 
proposed 
Catholic 
emancipation 
as 
an 
alternative 
to civil war. It was necessary that the late 
Government’s Irish proposals should have 
been put forward in accord with the desires 
of the Irish nation, nnd also to make it 
clear that the proposals stood within the 
limits of Imperial honor, safety and wel­ 
fare. These aims were completely attained, 
and they have been sustained by a singular 
mildness and temperance of expression 
which have so far characterized lite con­ 
duct of Irishmen at every stage of the agi­ 
tation till now. [Cheers.] The cause rep­ 
resented by these deputations is the cause 
of order, of peace, of legality, it is. I hope, 
conducing to a settlement ot this great 
question in political affairs. 1 am quite 
prepared to withdraw from public life, if I 
could believe that it were better fur Ire­ 
land, but I am unwilling to arrive at that 
conclusion.

much involved as Ireland’s. 
On the 
lowest, grounds of civil 
and military 
economy it is England's interest to change 
in some way the present civil Government 
in Ireland, costing the tax-paycrs yearly 
sixteen shillings per head of population, 
while the civil government in England and 
Scotland costs yearly but eight shillings per 
head of populaticn. Or for higher grounds, 
England ought to consider Ireiund’srequest. 
I hope that Ireland s triumph will come 
with promptitude, with cheerfulness, and 
with jov ; and I hope that there will be no 
intervening period of gloom.

Belfast, October 4th. — The Commis­ 
sioners appointed t > investigate the circum­ 
stances causing and attending the recent 
riots met to day.

That the Democratic party was dead in 
this county, was the expression on every 
hand of those who witnessed the closing 
death scene of the unterrified in Turner 
Hall on Wednesday of last week.

rangement seemed to have been made, and 
the Secretaries, by their diabolical fraud on 
the last act of the day, that of roll-call on 
Police Judge, screwed down the lid of the 
coffin, the corpse was turned over to the 
Republicans for interment, and they will 
lower it into a grave so deep on the 2d of 
November that it is doubtful if Gabriel’s 
trumpet wiil resurrect it. 
The Central Committee, thinking that 
there was a possibility of patching up some 
kind of a ticket, so that they at least could 
be on a par with the Prohibitionists and 
Greenback era, who have 
whole tickets 
from top to bottom, called a meeting at the 
Golden Eagle Hotel last night to put a 
head upon the ticket, take that off the tail 
of it that was placed there by fraud, and 
put some “ stuffin’” in the blanks in the 
body of it. In order to insure success, the 
Chairman of the committee wrote forty- 
one letters—there’s luck in odd numbers— 
to. the prominent Democrats of the State, 
including the members of the State Cen­ 
tral Committee, the candidates for office 
upon the State ticket, and John Rooney, of 
Brighton. He thought by securing the at­ 
tendance of these prominent exponents of 
Democracy there might be s o m e kind of a 
miracle performed that would revivify the 
cadaver, whom it is said succumbed to an 
overdose ol “ Little Six.” 


ORGANIZATION OF TH E COMMITTEE. 
The committee was called to order by 
the Chairman, Jerry Payne. 
Jeremiah 
Carroll, Jr. was elected Secretary, and Capt, 
E. D. Shirland, Treasurer of the new com­ 
mittee. 
Committees were appointed as follows : 
Printing—J. N. Payñe, Captain Shirland, 
Isidore Townsend.

There was no opposition to these ap­ 
pointments. all of which were made by the 
Chair.

A VOICE FROM ’FRISCO. 
Tht3 was a little too much for W. A. 
Selkirk, a member of the State Central 
Committee from San Francisco. He was 
well acquainted with all the Buckley and 
Higgins and Chute methods in vogue at 
the Buy, but the “ mode of procedure” of 
tne Sacramento Democracy was beyond his 
comprehension. He arose anil, addressing 
the Chair in the most deferential manner 
possible, said he thought the usual practice 
of appointing seven members upon that 
committee had better be followed in this case 
He suggested that four names be added to 
the three already selected, and that they be 
taken from the body of the county. He 
thought the country should have a little 
show.

Mr. Selkirk said he had come in response 
to an invitation sent by the Chairman, 
who asked that some one of the State 
Central Committee visit Sacramento and 
confer this evening as to the best methods 
to adopt to harmonize the discordant el­ 
ements or opposing factions. The Chair­ 
man of the State Central Committee could 
not come. He is overruu with work ; the 
man does not get to bed now till the wee 
small hours of morning. Mr. Smith had 
been harmonizing down at San Jose; 
others were in different localities applying 
lint and arnica, aud it had fell to his 
lot to do the Good Samaritan act to the 
bruised Democracy of the Capital City.

He 
regarded this as shabby, tin Democratic 
treatment, lie had been a Democrat from 
childhood ; he was a member of the party 
from principle, but, unlike Mr. Blessing, 
lie would not vote for every' man the Dem­ 
ocrats saw tit to put upon their ticket. 
However, he always voted for every good 
Democrat his party put up. 
Professor Willis said, when called upon, 
that older and wiser political heads than 
his were present who were far more able 
to point a way cut of the wjiderness than 
was lie. If it puzzled them, he did not 
know how he should be expected to act in 
the capacity of a pilot. 
He thought if 
they finished upthe ticket with good strong 
nominations it would command the respect 
of all honest men and have some show of 
success. 
A BIG TEN ORATOR. 
Matt. F. Johnson, in response to a call 
from the Chair, made extended remarks 
concerning the tight that had been so re­ 
lentlessly waged between the Big Ten and 
Little Six. He was one of the former, and 
had no personal regrets for what he had 
done, 
lie was sorry, indeed, for the de­ 
plorable 
condition 
the 
party in this 
county 
was 
in. 
Its 
u t’er" helpless­ 
ness was t> be regretted. Viewed in the 
light of the results, he was sorrv the 
“ Big Ten ” had done as they diJ. II»' 
then reviewed tbe acts of the “ Big Ten ” 
and defended them throughout. We ap­ 
pealed to tbe primaries and the “ Big Ten” 
were defeated and the “ Little Six " held 
the Convention. He promised to support 
the ticket, und he would, if they bver got 
one. He said what he thought of the 
" Little Six” for hogging .he whole Central 
Committee. As a Democrat he was for the 
ticket first, last and all the time, but he 
was very positive in his assertion that he 
had no compunctions of conscience, no re­ 
grets. end no apologies to make for the 
course he had pursued. 


TH E TIM ES ARE PP.O riTIO U S. 
E. G, Blessing denied that there was any 
split in the party, out on the contrary that 
every thing was harmonious. Hesuuposed 
they had assembled to nominate a ticket 
ami not for the purpose of opening old 
sores. He bad had quite enough about 
“ Big Tens” and “ Little Sixes." 
He had 
lived in Sacramento for more than a score 
of years, and no election had ever passed 
when the Democrats had failed to have a 
complete ticket in the field, even when the 
majority against them was many hundreds. 
Now they had a good show to elc’t. They 
had 
the 
National 
administration, 
the 
State 
administration, 
the post­ 
office, other Federal officers, and this year 
can’t get men to accept nominations. Put 
up good men and we can elect them, at 
least part of them. 


A HARMONIOUS PARTY. 
Alf. Estill, E. Greer, I. M. Smith, Gillis 
Doty and Add. C. Hinkson made vigorous 
speeches, all claiming that ihe Democracy 
of the city’ and county were never more 
harmonious than at present, nnd that a 
nomination at the hands of the Democracy 
in this county this year was almost, if not 
quite, equivalent to"an election. 
Hinkson 
was so positive about the election of the 
entire ticket that, as soon as he took his 
seat, Mr. Greer nominated him for the 
Senate. If the nomination was equivalent 
to an election, be knew of no one he would 
rather see have it than Hinkson. 
Mr. Hinkson was quite positive that he 
could be elected if he accepted, but he had 
promised his wife four years ago that never 
again would he run for office, and conse­ 
quently could not accept the nomination 
and the emoluments of the office, which 
were sure to follow. 
His resignation upon those grounds was 
accepted, which is a warning to all men 
never to make rash promises to their better 
halves. 
COX AGAIN DECT IN ES. 
Just at this juncture tbe Chair handed 
the Secretary a note u> re-gd. 
It was from 
Fred Cox. positively declining to accept 
anything at the hands of the Convention. 
Mr. Greer moved to accept Cox's resigna­ 
tion. 
There was opposition to this by James 
Touhey anil 
Isadore Townsend. 
John 
Rooney took the floor and made a strong 
and eloquent speech in favor of accepting 
the resignation. He said the Central Com­ 
mittee seemed to think that Fred Cox was 
all there was of the Democratic party in 
Sacramento county, and wanted to know 
what thev would do in the event of the 
death of Fred Cox ? Would they inter the 
whole Democratic party? He said if the 
committee could do no more than what it 
was doing, and still insisted upon nomi­ 
nating a gentlen an who had positively, 
repeatedly and peremptorily declined, then 
they had better disband aiid turn over the 
affairs of the party to a new committee 
K. G. Blessing shared Mr. Rooney's views 
as far as it related to Mr. Cox’s resignation. 
It should be accepted. 
A roll call was demanded, and the resig­ 
nation was accepted by a vote of ayes s, 
noes 5. 
John Rooney placed Hinkson again in 
nomination, but the latter again refused 
the crown. 
Ed. Shirland nominated Gillis Doty, but 
the latter also declined. He claimed that 
during the last campaign he had not been 
treated right bv the Democracy. He bad 
carried Republican precincts, run behind 
in Democratic precincts, and at tbe Half­ 
way house, where eighteen Democratic 
votes were polled, be waa entirely ignored. 
He ihought.4>erhnps, this «as done because 
he was a poor laboring man. He did not 
have the money necessary to make a can­ 
vas?, and did not propose to cither borrow 
or beg it. lie could fight an enemy upon 
the front, or (ace to face, lmr would not ac­ 
cept a nomination where Democrats were 
ready to do the knifing act in the rear. He 
did not want a place upon the ticket and 
positively declined. 
I. M. femitli then placid R. D. Stephens, 
the I'ostmaster. in nomina ion. 
He said 
Senatorial limber was scarce, but Presi­ 
dent Cleveland would find no difficulty in 
finding plenty of self-sacrificing Democrats 
who would accept the position of Post­ 
master. 
Townsend asked if be would be eligible 
under the civil service rule. Several of the 
Big Ten answered in chorus. "Lot him re­ 
sign his Po-tmastership and then he will 
be eligible.” 
C IV IL SER V ICE REFORM . 
It. D. Stephens, who was discussing the 
merits of 
a 
new-fangled 
fiuit-dryer, 
in the hotel office with 
some Granger 
friends, was called in. He thanked Mr. 
Smith for the high compliment. He was 
not resigning this year, and consequently 
could not accept. He Joofc occasion to 
read the Democrats present a round lecture 
on what he terms true Democracy. He 
evidently has struck a very high standard,

been so engrossed in his Postmaster duties, 
that he is entirely ignorant of what has 
been going on in political circles since he 
accepted an appointment from Grover.

a s h in g t o n , October 4th.— It is under­ 
stood at the War Department that the Gov-, 
ernor o f Arizona lias already m ade an 
official requisition upon the Governor of 
Texas for Geronitno and h is com panions, 
in order that they m ay be tried under the 
civil laws for murder and other crimes 
com m itted in Arizona, but this cannot be 
done. 
The Indians are not in charge of 
the Governor of Texas, and the President 
m ust protect them in accordance w ith the 
promises made by General Miles. T hereis 
a conflict of opinion as to the condition of 
the Indians at the tim e of the surrender. 
Miles, in his report, sliow3 that they were 
never before in such desperate straits’. They 
were worn out ami nearly starved, sur­ 
rounded by troops, and tmab’le to continue 
ou the war-paih more than a couple of 
m onths. On the other hand, well-inform ed 
arm y officers hold that the hostiles liad re­ 
cently replenished their supplies and am ­ 
m unition and were as capable as ever of 
continuing the depredations, and that it 
was m uch wiser to accept the terms of the 
hostiles than to run the risk o f continued 
rapine and murder. 
If this latter case is 
the true one, it cannot he offered in defense 
of M iles’ action, for he reports an entirely 
different condition o f affairs. 
N o official 
inform ation has been received at the War 
Department from 
lieu tenan t Gatewood, 
the officer to whom Gerónimo first sur­ 
rendered, nor from Captain Lawton, who 
was in com m and of the troops in pursuit of 
the hostiles. 
A telegram from Captain 
Lawton to a friend—that there were no 
terms o f surrender—is not considered at 
he War Department, because unofficial. 
S u g a r - M a k in g S im plified. 


W a s h i n g t o n , October -1th.— Last year 
the Department of Agriculture began to ex ­ 
periment in a sm all way at Ottawa, Kan­ 
sas, with the diffusion sugar-m aking pro­ 
cess, as applied to sorghum cane. 
Instead 
of crushing the cane, as in the sugar-cane 
process, it was sawed off in m inute slices 
and the sucrose, or sugar-yielding sap ex­ 
tracted by streams o f water. 
The results 
obtained w ere30 em ouraging that the field 
of operations was removed to Fort Scott 
this year, and with a lurgely increased 
plant, and experim ents are now in progress 
on a scale ot som e m agnitude. To-day a 
telegram was received from Prof. W iley, 
Chemist of the Department, who is in 
charge of the works, announcing the com ­ 
plete success of the experim ents. 
T he tel­ 
egram states that syrup has been obtained 
from sorghum cane of a light color, good 
flavor, and crystallizing w ell. 
There was a 
com plete extraction of the sucrose in six 
ot the cells of the battery. 
Commissioner 
Collins is very much elated at the result of 
the experim ents, and regards them as of 
great value from an econom ical point of 
view. In the process now had in the South, 
there are lots (nearly 50 per cent. )o f sacchar­ 
ine matter retained in the cane, w hile the 
experim ents at Fort Scott show an abso­ 
lute extraction o f all the sugar.

That the Dem ocratic party was dead in 
this county, was the expression ou every 
hand o f those w ho witnessed the closing 
death scene of the nnterrified in Turner 
H all on W ednesday of last week. 
All 
then seem ed to he com plete, every a r -, 
rangement sc-eined to have been made, and 
the Secretaries, by their diabolical fraud on 
the last act of the day, that of roll-call on 
Police Judge, screwed down the lid of the 
coffin, the corpse was turned over to the 
Republicans for interm ent, and they w ill 
lower it into a grave so deep on the 2d of 
November lhat it is doubtful if Gabriel’s 
trum pet w ill resurrect it. 
T he Central Committee, thinking that 
there was a possibility o f patching up som e 
kind of a ticket, so that they at least could 
be on a par with the Prohibitionists and 
Greenbaekers, w ho 
have 
whole tickets 
from top to bottom , cilled a m eeting at the 
Golden Eagle Hotel last night to put a 
head upon the ticket, lake that off the tail 
of it that was placed there by fraud, and 
put som e “ staffin’” in the blanks iu the 
body of it. 
In order to insure success, the 
Chairman o f the com m ittee wrote forty- 
one letters—there’s luck in odd num bers— 
to. the prom inent Democrats o f the State, 
including the members ot the State Cen­ 
tral Com mittee, the candidates for office 
upon the State ticket, and John Rooney, of 
Brighton. 
H e thought by securing the at­ 
tendance of these prominent exponents of 
Democracy there m ight be som e kind of a 
m iracle performed that would revivify llie 
cadaver, whom it is said succum bed to an 
overdose ot “ Little S ix.” 


ORGANIZATION OF THE COMMITTEE. 
T he com m ittee was called to order by 
the Chairman, Jerry Payne. 
Jerem iah 
Carroll, Jr. was elected Secretary, and Capt, 
E. I). Shirland, Treasurer of the new com ­ 
m ittee. 
Com mittees were appointed as follows : 
Printing—J. N. Payne, Captain Shirland, 
Isidore Townsend. 
Finance Committee — P. Flaherty, E. 
Greer, W . S. M anlove, Jam es Touhey, 
Mark Foster. 
There was no opposition to these ap­ 
pointm ents. all of which were m ade by the 
Chair. 
The Chair called for Mr. H inkson 
at this juncture, and after a few whispered 
words, sa id : 
“ The next thing in order 
w ill be the nam ing of an Executive Com­ 
m ittee.” 
Peter Flaherty m oved lhat a com m ittee 
of three be appointed, and the motion was 
seconded. 
Just as the Chair was about to put the 
m otion, Jerem iah Carroll, Jr.. the newlv- 
electcd Secretary, arose and 
m oved to 
amend by m aking the executive officers the 
Executive Committee. 
This was a very 
shrewd dodge on the part o f the Secretary, 
he being one of those officers. 
H is m otion 
receivtd no second. 
The Chair, however, 
was evidently pleased w ith 
the keen­ 
sightedness of the Secretary, and, without 
further ado, announced that, unless there 
were objections, the Executive Com mittee 
would consist of Jerry Payne, the Chair­ 
man o f the Ceutral C om m ittee; Jerem iah 
Carroll, Jr., its Secretary, and Captain Shir­ 
land, the sack-bolder.’ Nobody objected, 
and it was so ordered. 
Just what dis­ 
position the Secretary made in his min 
utes of Flaherty’s m otion has not been 
ascertained. 


A VOICE FROM ’FRISCO. 
This was a little too much for W . A. 
Selkirk, a m ember of the State Central 
Com mittee from San Francisco. 
H e was 
w ell acquainted with alt the Buckle}'and 
H iggins aud Chute m ethods in vogue at 
the Bay, hut The “ m ode of procedure ” of 
the Sacramento Democracy was beyond his 
com prehension. 
H e arose and, addressing 
the Chair in the m ost deferential manner 
possible, said he thought the usual practice 
o f appointing seven members upon that 
com m ittee had better be followed in this case 
He suggested that four names be added to 
the three already selected, and that they be 
taken from the body o f the county. 
He 
thought the country should have a little 
show. 
Tiie Chair thought the suggestion a 
good one, aud thereupon added the names 
of Dr. \V. S. M anlove, John Miller, Dr. 
Durant and I. M Sm ith, ail delegates from 
the country. 
The Chair announced that this completed 
the organization o f tiie l'-nrral Committee, 
which was now ready for business. H e said 
lie would like to hear from Mr. Selkirk, a 
m ember of the State Central Committee. 
H e said : “ I suppose he has heard of our 
troubles, and if lie has got any m edicine 
suited to the cast- we should like to have 
him adm inister it.” 


HE IS NOT WANTED HERE. 
Mr. Selkirk said he had com e in response 
to an invitation sent by the Cnairman, 
who asked that som e one of the Slate 
Central Committee visit Sacramento and 
confer this evening as to the best methods 
to adopt to harm onize the discordant cl­ 
em en's or opposing factions. The Chair­ 
man of the Siate Central Com mittee could 
not com e, 
lie is overrun with work ; the 
m an dots not get to bed now till the wee 
sm all hours of m orning. 
Mr. Sm ith had 
been harm onizing down 
at San Jose: 
others were in different localities applying 
lint and arnica, and it had 
fell 
to his 
lot to do the Good Samaritan net lo the 
bruised Democracy o f the Capita! City. 
W hen the subject-matter was brought be­ 
fore the State Committee they thought they 
could do nothing, but as it was im portant 
som ething should be done he was given the 
m ission. 
Before he started from the Bay 
he was not informed that the former liuck- 
levites from the Bay that had com e on a 
m ission o f conciliation had been looked 
upon as interlopers or intruders, and since 
his arrival at the seat of war lie had been 
apprised of the fact that lie was regarded as 
such by both tides. 
H e thought lie had 
really struck a pretty kettle o f fish, but he 
was not intim idated. 
H e was not easily 
frightened, and he was not to be driven 
away, but should remain n n l 


PREACH II\E B O N Y AND UNITED DEMOCRACY. 
H e pointed to the recent acts o f the E 
Dorado County 
Convention, where the 
warring elem ents in the grand old party 
had m et in convention, 112 to 14. 
The 112 
were m agnanim ous, and gave the little 14 
the nom inations for Sheriff, County Clerk. 
District Attorney and Treasurer, and all 
was serene. 
The lion laid down with the 
lamb, and the Democracy of that county 
presented a solid front. 
H e intim ated that 
the “ Little S ix” had not been m agnan­ 
im ous. 
They had 
not dealt in olive 
branches, and the result now apparently 
would be painfully evident on election 
day. 
Democrats, he said, as a general 
thing were w ell inclined, and in this case 
they should com e together and dwell once 
more in harm ony. The pleasantest tim e be­ 
tween husband and wife is im m ediately 
after a spat. Mr. Selkirk is a married man. 
and ought to know whereof he speaks. He 
was very m uch atraid that the Central 
Com mittee was too “ m u ch ly ” composed 
o f ” Little Sixes ” to 
ever become very 
popular w ith the “ Big Ten.” 
This was 
evidently the opinion of a number o f the 
“ Big Ten ” w ho were present, as it was 
noticed they bowed assent, especially did 
John Rooney. 
H e advised them to re­ 
organize the com m ittee and give the other 
side a show. 
As to candidates he could not 
givean y advice. 
Give the nom inations to 
the strongest m en that would take them he 
thought the best plan. Even if nom inations 
had been made that were bad they should be 
u n m aie and the strongest men possible 
put upon the ticket. H e said a good Dem o­ 
crat would get off t e ticket a n y tim e he 
was asked to do so. 
H e then cave a glow ­ 
ing account of the Democratic prospects in 
San Francisco. 
H e said the lVniocratic 
State Central Com mittee were all woikers, 
and were very m uch m ore active than the 
Republicans. 
The Democratic party every­ 
where was in good fighting trim . 
' 


H E T H IN K S T H E S rL IT IS HEALED . 
E. G. Blessing, another m ember of the 
Sia'e Central Com mitteorsaid he iiad done 
all he could to avert the dem oralization of 
the Democracy in this county, hut failed. 
It had been carried “too far, but h e thought 
the split was healed, and all they now 


wanted was to find suitable candidates who 
would accept nom inations upon the ticket. 
H e proposed to slay w ith the party and 
vote the ticket, whatever it m ight be. 


A MAN WHO VOTES FOR MEN. 
Charles Jenkins wa3 next called upon by 
the Chairman for his experience. 
Mr. J en ­ 
kins said he was justly and legally elected 
as a delegate to theCounty Convention, but 
was not entitled to take his seat until his 
credentials were passed upon by n com ­ 
m ittee appointed by :he Convention. 
H e 
regarded this as shabby, un Dem ocratic 
treatment. 
H e had been a Democrat from 
childhood ; he was a m ember of the party 
from principle, but. unlike Mr. Blessing, 
he would not vote for every man the Dem ­ 
ocrats saw fit to put upon their ticket. 
However, lie always voted for every good 
Democrat his party put up. 
Professor W illis said, when called upoD, 
that older and wiser political heads than 
his were present who were far m ore able 
to point a wav out of the wilderness than 
was he. 
If it puzzled them , he did not 
know how lie should lie expected to act in 
the capacity o f a piiot. 
H e thought if 
they finished up the ticket with good strong 
nom inations it would com mand tiie respect 
of all honest men and have som e show of 
success. 
A IHG TEN ORATOR. 
Matt. F. Johnson, in response to a call 
from the Chair, made extended remarks 
concerning the tight that had been so re­ 
lentlessly waged between the Big Ten and 
Little Six. 
H e was one of the former, and 
had no personal regrets for what he had 
done. 
He was sorry, indeed, for the de­ 
plorable 
condition 
tiie 
party 
in this 
county 
was 
in. 
Its 
u t’e r " helpless­ 
ness was 1 1 be regretted. 
Viewed in the 
light of the results, 
he was sorry the 
“ Big Ten ” hail done as they did’. 
H e 
then reviewed the acts o f the “ Big Ten ” 
and defended them throughout. 
W e ap­ 
pealed to the primaries and the “ Big Ten" 
were defeated and the “ Little Six ” held 
the Convention. 
H e promised to support 
the ticket, and he would, if they hver got 
one. 
H e said what he thought of the 
“ Little S ix ” for hogging ;lie whole Central 
Committee. 
A s a Democrat he was for the 
ticket first, last and all the tim e, but he 
was very positive in his assertion that he 
had no com punctions of conscience, no re­ 
grets, and no apologies to m ake for the 
course he had pursued. 


THE TIMES ARE PROriTIOUS. 
E. G. Blessing denied that there was any 
split in the party, but on the contrary that 
everything was harm onious. 
H esapposed 
they had assembled to nom inate a ticket 
and not for the purpose of opening old 
sores. 
H e had had quite enough about 
“ Big T en s” and “ Little Sixes." 
H e hail 
lived in Sacramento for more than a score 
of years, and no election had ever passed 
when Ihe Democrats had failed to have a 
com plete ticket in the field, even when the 
majority against them was m any hundreds. 
Now they hail a good show to elect. 
They 
had 
the 
National 
adm inistration, 
the 
State 
administration, 
the post­ 
office, other Federal officers, and this year 
can’t get m en to accept nom inations. 
l*ut 
up good men and we can elect them , at 
least part o f them. 


A HARMONIOUS PARTY. 
Alf. E siill, E. Greer, I. M. Sm ith, G illis 
Doty and Add. C. H inkson m ade vigorous 
speeches, all claim ing that the Democracy 
o f the city and county were never more 
harm onious than at present, and that a 
nom ination at the liand3 of the Democracy 
in this county this year was alm ost, if not 
qnite, equivalent to an election. 
H inkson 
was so positive about the election of tiie 
entire ticket that, as soon as he took his 
seat, 51 r. Greer nom inated him for the 
Senate. 
If the nom ination was equivalent 
to an election, he knew o f no one he would 
rather see have it tiian H inkson. 
Mr. H inkson was quite positive that he 
could be elected if he accepted, blit he had 
promised his wife four years ago that never 
again would he run for office, and conse­ 
quently could not accept the nomination 
and the em olum ents of the office, which 
were sure to follow. 
H is resignation upon those grounds was 
accepted, which is a warning to all men 
never to m ake rash promises to their better 
halves. 
COX AGAIN DECLINES. 
Just at this juncture the Chair handed 
the Secretary a note to r -u I. 
It was from 
Fred Cox, positively 11--I lining to accept 
anything at the hands of the Convention. 
Mr. Greer moved to accept Cox's resigna­ 
tion. 
There was opposition to this by Jam es 
Touhey and 
Isadora Townsend. 
John 
Rooney took the iliior and m ade a strong 
and eloquent speech in favor o f accepting 
the resignation. 
H e said the Central Com­ 
m ittee seemed to think that Fred Cox was 
all there was o f the Democratic party in 
Sacramento county, and wanted to know 
what thev would do in the event o f the 
death of Fred Cox ? 
Would they inter ihe 
w hole Democratic party? 
H e said if the 
com m ittee could do no more than what it 
was doing, and still insisted upon nom i­ 
nating a gentlen an who had positively, 
repeatedly and peremptorily declined, then 
they had better disband and turn over the 
affairs o f the party to a new com mittee 
E. G. Blessing shared 5ir. Rooney's view s 
as far as it related to Mr. Cox's resignation. 
It should he accepted. 
A roll call was demanded, and the resig­ 
nation was accepted by a vote of aves s, 
noes 5. 
John Itooney placed H inkson again in 
nom ination, but the latter again refused 
the crown. 
Ed. Shirland nominated G illis Doty, hut 
the latter also declined. 
H e claim ed that 
during tiie last campaign he had not been 
treated right by the Democracy. 
H e had 
carried Republican precincts, run behind 
in Democratic precincts, and at the H alf­ 
way house, where eighteen Democratic 
votes were polled, be was entirely ignored. 
H e thought.perhaps, this was done because 
lie was a poor laboring man. 
H e did not 
have the m oney necessary to m ake a can­ 
vass, and did not propose to either borrow 
or beg it. 
l i e could fight an enem y upon 
the front, or face to face, but would not ac­ 
cept a nom ination where Democrats were 
ready to do the knifing act in the rear. H e 
did not want a place upon the ticket and 
positively declined. 
i. M. Sm ith tl en placed R. D. Stephens, 
the Postmaster, in nom ina ion. 
H e said 
Senatorial timber was scarce, but Presi­ 
dent Cleveland would find no difficulty in 
finding plenty of self-sacrificing Democrats 
who would accept the position of Post­ 
master. 
Townsend aske.l if he would be eligible 
tinder the civil service rule. 
Several of the 
Big Ten answered in chorus. 
"Let him re­ 
sign his Postmastership and then lie w ill 
be eligible.” 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
R. D. Stephens, who was discussing the 
merits 
of 
a 
r.ew-fangled 
fm ii-dryer, 
in the hotel office with 
som e Granger 
friends, was called in . 
H e thanked Mr. 
Sm ith for the high com plim ent. 
H e was 
not resigning this year, and consequently 
could not accept. 
H e Jook occasion to 
read the Democrats present a round lecture 
on what he terms true Democracy. 
H e 
evidently has struck a very high standard, 
far 
it ’ does 
not 
fit 
the 
local fac­ 
tions 
at 
ail. 
H e 
evidently 
ha3 
been so engrossed in his Postmaster duties, 
that he is entirely ignorant o f what has 
been going on in |>olitical circles since he 
accepted an appointm ent from Grover. 
To 
show that he has m ost thoroughly ob yed 
the injunctions o f civil service retorin, it is 
only necessary to state that he asserted, 
that “ if títere has been any issues between 
the local factious, they have been settled at 
the polls. 
A ll ¡3 harm ony in the party 
now." 
No m an. except one, w ho is cut off 
from political circles by civil service re­ 
form, would m ake such a w ild statem ent 
regarding the local Democracy. 
iVtter beating around the brush for about 
two honrs, talking about every man whom 
it was thought could lie induced *o stand in, 
the m eeting found they could not get a 
single m an in the county to accept a nom ­ 
ination, notw ithstanding the fact that a 
nom ination was claim ed to be equivalent 
to an election. 
Selkirk saw n o way rut ot the woods, 
and suggested that a sub-com m ittee of five 
be selected to scour the county for men 
w ho won Id accept. 
P .F lah erty moved that tl e com nu'tce 
go into executive session, em i it was so 
ordered. 
The Central Committee, while in execu­ 
tive session, decided to call th;* c* * f o i* 
Mention together in Turner H all.oa Thurs­

There never was a time in Sacramento 
county before when the office so sought the 
m an, as among our Democratic brethren at 
th e present time. The hunt discounts a 
fox chase. 


John P. Irish and Mr. Mcl’ike addressed 
the Democracy of W oodland last night. 
Mr Irish grappled with the task of proving 
that protection does not protect, but that 
free trade does ; while Mr. McPike sought 
to capture those who believe in unlimited 
silver coinage, by demonstrating that when 
our Democratic President stated in his 
public letter upon silver, that there should 
lie no more silver coined, he was only 
joking, and what he really m eant was, that 
the coinage of silver should absolutely be 
free and unlimited. These were the fines 
of argument to which the “ faithful” of 
Yolo were invited to tumble.

The 
nam e Bloomfield m ade an im pression upon him , 
Vrom the fact th at he rem em bered th a t his 
father had lieen em ployed by a firm w ith such a 
nam e, or one very sim ilar, and one of the little 
Bloomiields had been his playm ate. 
He wrote 
a t once to Mr. Bloomfield m aking inquiries 
about the m atter, but th a t gentlem an was not 
th e one for whom he w as searching and could 
tell him nothing. He, how ever, sent the letter 
to.J. \V. B room field,a salesm an for th e Valley 
Distilling Company, o f this city, w ho rem em ­ 
bered the M illers, hut could furnish no ad ­ 
dresses. 
Mr. Broomfield, how ever, consulted 
w ith Silas Benedict, in the fire-alarm office, who 
had also know n the brothers as boys in St. 
Louis, and was referred to Jam es M urray, Sec­ 
retar)' of the Union M utual Insurance Com­ 
pany, of this city. The gentlem an supplied a 
younger brother’s address, Norfolk, Neb. 
* Letters were im m ediately exchanged betw een 
th e two brothers, w hen for the first tim e th e 
C alifornia brother learned of the death of his 
parents and one o f his brothers. 
But of his 
sister Jen u ie he could secure no tidings. His 
brother Rome could tell him nothing about 
h er save th a t she had left St.-L ouis lor New 
O rleans fa I860 in com pany w ith h er father, 
w ho died in a short tim e aitenvards, an d she 
had never been heard from since. T he two 
brothers are now very anxious to ascertain the 
w hereabouts oí th eir sister, if she be still liv­ 
ing, or if dead some reliable inform ation con­ 
cerning her. T heir m other, who m arried after 
the death of h er first husband, died in 1868, 
leaving two boys by h er second m arriage, Jam es 
and T hurston W isnart. 
THE YOUNGER BROTHER. 
The career of Rome, th é younger brother, is 
also a story of pluck and h ard work, in w hich 
he has cam e out successful. At the tim e of his 
m other's death he was 12 years of age. From 
then u n til his 19th year he supported him self 
by various kinds o f work. 
He then w ent West.

Amid the 
h u rry and excitem ent of th e crow ded hotel a 
handsom e young t-ir Knight al»out 30 years of 
age. w earing a budge of Mount Tabor Com m an d- 
ery. of Frem ont, Neb..was seen to m ake his w ay 
up to one o f th e Sir K nights from Sacram ento. 
A w ord had scarcely beeti spoken l»ctween them 
before they em braced, and those w ho overheard 
them knew th at they were brothers in blood as 
w ell as in th eir Order. They had not seen each 
o th er siure early childhood, w hen one was 
about i and the other 7 years ot age. 
It can be 
im agined w ith w hat feelings they here Mood 
face to face, alter twenty-seven years o f separa­ 
tion, during w hich tim e no tidings had ever 
passed betw een them . T heir story I s an in ter­ 
esting one. 
HISTORY OF A RUNAWAY. 
In 1859 W. B. Miller was a sm all bor, w orking 
o n a farm not far from St. Louis w ith a family 
nam ed Hoke. Whom old farm er Hoke died, his 
fam ily resolved to em igrate to California, and 
th e little boy W illie was urged to go w ith them , 
b u t, kuow ing th a t his parents would not give 
th eir consent, he kept the secret to himself.

He re- 
m aiued w ith Mr. Sm ith, w orking faithfully, u n ­ 
til he had m astered the business, w hen he left 
tor Grass Valley, w here h e continued w orking 
at his trade u n til 1S67. From th ere he rem oved 
to Sacram ento. For about fifteen m onths he 
tr ie l his luck at filling various positions on rail­ 
roads, but at the end óf ttiat tim a lie w ent back 
to Sacram ento, w here he returned to the jew elry 
business w ith his old employer. In 1S6S he 
started up for him self, and has been in business 
ever since.

MICH4EL DAVITT EXPLAINS IRE­ 
LAND’S CLAIMS. 


H e D etails th e L a n d T ro u b les a n d 
E x p lain s th e S ta tu s o f th e 
H om e-R ule (Question. 


Michael Davitt, the Irish agitator, leader, 
and one-time prisoner, whose nam e for 
years has been familiar among ali English­ 
speaking people as that of one who has 
earnestly and constantly stood for the Irish 
side of the Irish land and hom e-rule ques­ 
tions, spoke at the M etropolitan Theater 
last night to a good audience. 
H e was in­ 
troduced to the people w ith complimentary 
remarks by M ayor Brown. Mr. Davitt 
speaks easily, slowly and wholly in a con­ 
versational tone and m anner, at no tim e 
m aking any oratorical effort. His reception 
was cordial and the applause accorded very 
frequent and at all times general. 
His re­ 
m arks were substantially as follows, elabo­ 
ration only being om itted : 
H e was thankful for the reception given 
him , and for the honor conferred on him, 
by the Mayor of the Capitol city presiding. 
It testified anew to the value of American 
sym pathy with Ireland. The English To­ 
ries boast that America is but a p a rt of 
England. They say by laws, institutions 
and language, you are like them , and that it 
is but local ebulition when you express 
sym pathy for Gladstone and Parnell. [Ap­ 
plause.) 
If this expression were confined 
to one city or State, that m ight be true, hut 
it is m anifest throughout your splendid 
Union. 
[Applause.] 
And it goes to show 
the stupidity of the Tory organs. Your 
sym pathy is an 
e n o rm o u s f a c t o r 
In the struggle of Ireland with the Tory 
party, and was one of the influences that 
led Mr. Gladstone to abandon the idea that 
Ireland’s demands can be successfully de­ 
nied. It was his duty to thank those 
of his own race in America for their 
steadfastness; it was his duty also to do 
his best to keep alive among all others the 
sentim ent of supporting Ireland’s right to 
legislate for herself. 
[Applause.] 
The 
sam e idea trium phed here 
OVER A CENTURY AGO. 
There is nothing new in this for Ireland, 
for about eighty years ago she had her Par­ 
liam ent and home legislation and she pros­ 
pered under it. 
[Applause.] 
The Irish 
land question may not be so well under­ 
stood here. This winter it is to be the 
chief question in Great Britain. 
It difiere 
from ail other land questions elsewhere. 
W ith Americans it is not yet a social issue. 
In England the dissatisfied tenant can ar­ 
range to quit his landlord aud resort to a 
m anufacturing center for employm ent. 
In 
Ireland there are no or few manufactures 
such as you have here. 
Agriculture is the 
chief in d u stry ; hence it is that the Irish 
people cling so 


TENACIOUSLY TO TH E SOIL. 
If evicted there is Left to them only exile or 
the demoralizing influences of the work­ 
house. W e wish Americans to understand 
this if we are again compelled to resist the 
inhum an efforts of English landlords to 
evict us. 
[Applause.] Our land was taken 
from us by conquest and turned over to a 
class hostile by race, religion and tradition. 
[Applause.] 
Prior to the “Act ot union," 
eighty-six vears ago, the landlords m ainly 
resided in Dublin and lived economically. 
Then kindlier relations existed between 
them and the tenants. B ut with the re­ 
moval of Parliam ent they w ent to Eng­ 
land. 
In contact with the English aristoc­ 
racy they had to live in 


CORRESPONDING STY LE. 
To m aintain this their land returns were 
inadequate, and then followed the infamous 
rack-rent system. [Applause.] About this 
tim e England was engaged in continental 
wars, and these gave fictitious values to 
Irish produce, so that the Irish farmers 
could 
pay 
the 
exorbitant 
rack-rents. 
W hen th e ’wars ceased prices declined, and 
agricultural produce went down to ruinous 
values and the renters could no longer 
meet their obligations to the absentee land­ 
lords. So great was the distress that Eng­ 
land had to legislate to mitigate it by stand­ 
ing between the rapacity of the landlord 
and the poverty of the tenant. 
In 1870 
Great Britain and Ireland had more land 
under cultivation than now. M ark this. 
In America in that tim e (sixteen years) 
you have added more to your producing 
area than all of that of England and Ire­ 
land combined. 
[Applause.] 
Grasp this 
enormous comparison, please, and the vast 
competition it means. Add then that of 
Ganada, Australia and now of India, and 
see with w hat the Irish farm er had to con­ 
tend. 
No wonder he sank. [Applause.] 


H E R E YOU OWN T H E LAND 
T hat gives the produce. 
In Ireland it is 
from tenants that production springs, and 
from them the last farthing is exacted for 
the use of the soil. 
I defy any English 
landowner in Ireland tocontrovert anything 
I have said. These causes led to the great 
land movement of 1879, and the organiza­ 
tion of the Land League, and compelled 
the Commons to pass the Land Act ot 1881. 
W hy has not that measure given relief ? 
Because its advantages were exaggerated. 
Because a great part of the tenant farmers 
were exem pt from its operation—the lease­ 
holders, the very best class of farmers. 
They were excluded from the Land Courts 
for adjustm ent of rents, on ttie ground that 
the possession of a lease gave the holder 
sufficient exemption from the rapacity of 
the landlord. But rents can no longer be 
paid by lease-holders when produce is de­ 
preciated twenty, thirty, and even fifty per 
cent. 
[Applause ] Mr. Parnell’s bill is one 
to stay evictions until the Land Court officers 
ascertain whether tenants are able to meet 
the rent demanded or not. The facts jus­ 
tify him in this. 
[Applause.] 
Em inent 
Englishmen, and others, have come over to 
us and gone over the isiand and examined 
into the matter, and their testim ony sup­ 
ports us, and all I have said 


M R. p a r n e l l ’s b i l l 
Provides that if the lease-bolder deposits 
in Court 70 per cent, of the am ount claim ­ 
ed, he may have his case adjudicated. So 
it eaunot be his aim to help them escape 
all payment of rent, for the bill provides 
that if able he m ust pay the rem aining 30 
per cent. 
You may conclude we Irish 


EXAGGERATE 
In speaking of our land troubles. Happily 
I can cite from a distinguished Tory, a 
conscientious and able m an. W riting to 
the London Times, the bitterest enemy of 
Ireland, Sir Jam es 
Caid, Mhrcb, 1886, 
(reading), wrote that the poor prices for 
agricultural products absolutely forbade 
the payment of even economical rentals. 
The Times (reading) was still stronger and 
said that Sir Jam es’ figures were borne out 
by the facts, and that rentals of 500,000 
holdings of an average of £6 were not likely 
to be collected by the landlords, the English 
Government or any other influence [ap­ 
plause], for values were still falling, and 
the tendency was “ lower yet," until it be­ 
lieved rentals would have to be written off 
as “ bad debts.” 
[Laugbter.j_ Yet when 
Parnell proposed a deposit of 70 per cent, 
as a prerequisite of entry to the Land 
Courts, the Times, forgetting what it had 
said so recently, declares tbat he is trying 
“ robbery." 
[A pplause] Mr. Davitt then 
stated liis belief that Lord Churchill’s 
scheme is a policy of eviction this winter, 
to excite the people to violence, and thus 
excuse a policy of repression that m eant 
exterm ination. 
If so, he added. I feel that 
if we are driven to defend ourselves the 
sym pathy of America and the world will 
justify us. 
[Loud applause:] 
H e then re­ 
lated how he had visited some Irish coast 
islanders last year, and found them starv­ 
ing. The distress was awful, and the suf­ 
fering pitiful indeed. 
Morley, Chief Sec­ 
retary. was moved by it to pass a hill of 
relief, giving £40,000, and this, added to 
what America so generously sent, checked 
distress and put the people on their feet so 
they could seed the land again; and now 
the’landlords are trying t.i seize upon the 
product of charity to force paym ent of 
back rents that it is simply impossible for 
the people to pay. 
[Applause ] 
\"ou ask, 


WHY NOT BUY OCT THF. LANDLORDS? 
In 1879 Mr. Parnell offered a bill to that 
end, for the landlords to be paid on the 
plan of twenty-year purchases on the Gov­ 
ernm ent valuations. That was rejected as 
robbery. Then Mr. Gladstone came on 
wi ll his plan of eighteen year purchases. 
But the landlords combined w ith the Toiy 
party to burl him from his seat. 
Now, in 
a recent pamphlet, he declares that here­ 
after he will deal with the Irish home rule 
question alone and not relate it to any land 
bill. [Applause.] H om erule.hesays.m ustbe 
tested on its merits; and the Irish add not 
a shilling shall be used to buy out the 
landlords. The result will he that the 
land question m ust be settled through 
authority set up in Dublin [applause], 
authorized to speak by the people. 
[Great 
applause.] The landlords will fare better 
before the Parliam ent on College Green 


than if they insist upon a settlem ent by an 
English Parliam ent. 
[Applause.] 
Let 
them place trust in the people, and they will 
treat them generously, fairly and honestly. 
[Applause.] This w inter I fear evictions 
in num ber, and that nur poor will be 
thrown into the road. 
B ut thanks to 
friends abroad, we expect to be able to pre­ 
vent great suffering. Once before we put 
up sheds for them , and hope to do it again. 
It will be our duty 


I 
TO SUCCOR THE EVICTED, 
And also to see to it that no one else occu­ 
pies the land from which they are ex­ 
pelled [applause]; and we will defy Lord 
Churchill to pursue the policy of exterm i­ 
nation. 
[Applause.] 
W e will try to keep 
our people w ithin reason and law. and en­ 
courage them to suffer much and be pa­ 
tient. 
But if Churchill and Beach are re­ 
solved on exterm ination, we will stand by 
our hearth-stones. [Applause.] Gladstone’s 
defeat does not mean the death of home 
rule. On the contrary, its prospects are 
brighter than ever. The result of the elec­ 
tion was eminently satisfactory. It was a 
great moral victory. The change in the 
last few years in public sentim ent is as­ 
tounding. I addressed recently audiences 
from the south of England to Aberdeen in 
Scotland, and everywhere there were Eng­ 
lishmen to come over to us—even m any of 
the aristocracy. In Scotland the employers 
and landlords are with us for 
HOME RULE. 
Scotland and Wales now dem and it, and 
they are fighting the battle for Ireland. We 
do no harm to England in demanding the 
restoration of local authority, ot self-rule. 
Scotland sent three to one of home rulers 
to rarliam ent, and Wales five to one, while 
England returned 129 to the Commons to 
support Mr. Gladstone. 
[Great applause.] 
So we believe that in the next appeal by 
the “ grand old m an,” or by his successor, 
success will be attained. 
[Applause.] The 
secret of Mr. Parnell’s policy is that it is 
not revengeful, nor vituperative. 
It is 
not 
one 
of 
force 
or 
vengeance. 
God 
knows 
we 
have 
had 
cause 
enough to m ake us revengeful, but we 
choose the policy of patience that there 
may come to us independence. [Applause.] 
The English are beginning to recognize 
this, and so give us each day more of sup­ 
port. 
Any one Irish m em ber can obstruct 
local legislation in the English Parliam ent, 
and stop the wheels 
of necessary law­ 
m aking procedure. 
T he English people 
are tiring ot this, and will wear out under 
it iu tim e and yield to our pleadings, and 
to Scottish 
and 
W elsh demands, and 
so hom e rule will come. 
[Applause.] 
It 
will come, I say, to Ireland, and you m ight 
as well attem pt to dam np Niagara w ith a 
pitchfork as to hope to prevent it. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
We ask nothing to which we are 
not entitled. 
W hat we ask will injure 
no m an in all England in person or goods. 
On the contrary, our demand, acceded to, 
will he beneficial to Englishm en. Some of 
you may doubt, and probably have been 
taught, that we have not the elements of a 
nation in us. 
But we have. We know we 
have in country, in race, in institutions, 
convictions and hopes. 
Your Federal sys­ 
tem , to us, seems the strongest bond on 
earth. 
[Applause.] 
It makes a mighty 
Government. H ere is no favored religion, 
no class, no caste. 
It is a Government of 
the people, by the people, for the people. 
That we, too, desire. 
If you sympathize 
with Bulgaria, how m uch more shall you 
feel for Ireland ? 
[Applause.] Y our fore­ 
fathers in their terrible struggle for home 
rule [applause], appealed to the Irish Par­ 
liam ent for recognition and sym pathy, and 
from the Parliam ent of Grattan it came 
prom pt and sincere. So, too, home rule, 
with your sym pathy, shall come to the 
Irish people ; they will rise up out of their 
tatters and become self-governing, peace­ 
ful, prosperous. 
[Applause.] 
M ayor Brown thanked the audience and 
then dismissed it, the parquet occupants 
rising and giving Mr. Davitt three rousing 
cheers. 
SERENADE. 
About an hour alter the lecture Mr. 
Davitt was serenaded at the Capital Hotel 
by the llussar Band, which rendered sev­ 
eral airs adm irably. 
In response to loud 
calls he appeared, and was introduced by 
Colonel Tobin. 
H e spoke very briefly, 
saying that he understood he was indebted 
for the compliment to the Robert Emm et 
Club. 
He was happy to learn that in the 
Capital City of California the nam e of Ire­ 
land’s m ost popular son was honored by 
the organization of an association hearing 
it. 
In Ireland, at present, the people 
could not do m uch, but he had confidence 
that the day would yet come when Emm et's 
dying hopes for his native country would 
be fully realized. 
W ith thanks to the 
club, the public and the hand, he closed 
his rem arks. H e leaves this m orning for 
Oakland.

am onnt only 58,000 has been expended, w hile 
through th e com m endable econom y practiced 
by th e Board, some 56,000 has been saved from 
the sum estim ated as necessary for th e allow ­ 
ances of th e year, 
Iu addition to the surplus of 
529,300 tints accounted for, the general fund 
has been augm ented since the close of th e fiscal 
year by the receipt of 53,200 from th e C entral 
Pacific R ailroad Company, on account of taxes 
of 1883 and 1584, giving us ft total of 532,500 
available for this year's expenditure, outside of 
th e usual sources of revenue. 
W ith this large 
am ount on hand, 1 am satisfied th at a levy pro­ 
ducing from 515,000 to 520,000 w ill he am ple to 
m eet the ordinary requirem ents of this fund for 
the ensuing year. 
The surplus of 56,000 in revenue of the hos­ 
p ital fund is due entirely to the #7,800 tax 
money collected lor special purposes, of w hich 
only *1.750 had been expendí d to July 1st. Of 
the rem ainder, about 64,000 w ill la-come doe on 
the com pletion ot the new sewerage system at 
the County Hospital, and 6900 will no doubt be 
allow ed by th e Board for the relief of th e poor, 
through th e Howards, up to Jan u ary 1st. This 
will leave about 51.000 available for this year, iu 
addition to w hich SI,75n, from railroad taxes, 
and nearly 513,000 from th e State, on account of 
its share of th e ex pense of keeping our infirm 
and aged poor for the past two and one-half 
years, has since been received. Ttie further 
sum of 52,500 will become dne. and no loubt be 
received, on January 1st next, from th is source, 
after w hich date it « ill he unsafe to rely on 
fu rth er assistance from the Stale, as 1 am in ­ 
form ed th at the law under w hich these pay­ 
m ents are m ade w ill probably he repealed by 
th e n ex t Legislature. The aggregate sum ot 
618.000 is tints shown to he already provided for, 
aud estim ating th e ordinary allow ances of the 
year at $30,000, as past experience proves to be 
about correct, I conclude th at a tax rate to pro­ 
duce ttie balance of 512,000 will he sufficient to 
cover th e requirem ents of this fund. 
Should auy expenditures during the year for 
special purposes, from eith er o f these lunds, he 
contem plated, it will he necessary to add the 
am ount needed for sam e to th e figures above 
giveu. 
The num ber of census children in the county, 
as shown by the report of th e S uperintendent of 
Schools, is 8,2IS, and ihe sum of $24,705 m ust he 
provided for this fund as required by Sections 
1818 aud 1819 of the I’olitical Code. 
T he assessed value of property subject to road 
tax, including 51,486,208 on railroads, is 513,18 
713. The levy of 20 cents lgst year seems to have 
been wisely m ade, us th e various districts are 
now generully out of debt, an d th e roads and 
bridges in better condition th an ever before. 
There can lie no doubt th at the general desire is 
to have this policy of m aintaining good roads 
and bridges continued. 
The State tax rate has been still further in ­ 
creased this year, the levy being 56 cents as 
against 54.4 cents for 1885. 
It hud been gen­ 
erally supjiosed th at th is high rHte would lie 
m aterially reduced this year, and the general 
reduction in assessm ents all over the State m ust 
be presum ed to be the cause of its increase. 
I desire to congratulate the people of the 
county upon th e gratifying condition of our 
finances, as shown in this report. Too m uch 
credit cauuot he bestowed upon your Honorable 
Board for the vigilance, energy and business 
sagacity displayed iu .securing for th e county 
th e large am ounts of m oney w hich had so long 
been d u e; nor can 1 refrain from expressing my 
appreciation of th e conscientious policy w hich, 
notw ithstanding the large surplus revenue at 
your disposal, lias steadily kept th e expend­ 
itures dou-u to the lowest figure consistent witli 
th e best interests of all eoneerned. The result 
of your ertorts in this direction will tie apparent 
to the tax payers, in the fact th at notw ithstand­ 
ing the h ea”y decrease in the assessed values ol 
property, and the increased rate of the State 
tax over th a t of recent years, it will be possible 
to m ake ou r levy this year the lowest th at it 
has ever heeu.

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H aving been in the employ of the Michigan Stove Com­ 
pany m any years, and having exam ined m any Stoves re­ 
ported to them as not operating properly, I will give you a 
statem ent of some of the principal blunders, hoping that it 
m ay aid those who deal in downward-draft Cook Stoves in 
correcting some of said blunders. 


Very often the pipe used is smaller than the collar o f the 
stove. This is very common, and is generally caused by pur­ 
chasers wishing to save the expense of new pipe when buying 
a large Stove to replace a sm all one. 
Agents should rem em ­ 
ber that in no case do we guarantee the operation of any 
Stove m ade by us where the pipe used is not fu ll size of the 
collar on the Stove. 


W o rk in g T w o o r M o re S to v es In th e g a m e F lu e . 
This is also a very common blunder, and one that Agents 
can easily discover. They should never guarantee a Stove to 
give satisfaction where it is proposed to work it in a flue with 
another Stove, as they have no such guarantee from us. 


T lte C h im n e y T o o L ow . 


W e have often found the chim ney Icwer than the ad­ 
joining building; the kitchen being one-story, wiiile the 
balance of the house was two stories or more, causing the 
wind, in coming over the taller portion, to blow down the 
chimney, and on two occasions we have found, added to this 
fault, a large tree overhanging the chim ney, thus choking 
the draft. 


The great trouble w ith most persons using W ood Ranges 
and Sto\es is that they use too m uch coal, 
if they would 
only try it, they would be astonished to see how little is really 
required to do good baking in the “ GARLAND’' RANGE

If the following suggestions were always observed in 
setting up Stoves, m uch trouble would be sa\ e d : 


First—Be sure that the Hue into which you are going to put 
the Stove has a good draft, and th at the chim ney is as 
high as any adjoining building.

Hoard of Trustees. 
The Board of City Trustees met at 12 m. 
yesterday. 
Present, Mayor Brown and 
Street Commissioner Ryan. 
Clarence Nelson, Superintendent of City 
Cemeteries, reported for September 27 
deaths ; still born, 7; brought here for 
burial, 17 ; total number of interments, 51. 
This is certainly a good showing for the 
city's health. The number of deaths in 
September, 1885, was 43, sixteen more than 
last month ; or, at the rate of about one to 
one thousand, and some of those were the 
result of accident. Whether the cleanly 
condiiion of the sewers, streets and alleys 
has anything to do with this or not, it will 
redound in ¡^measure to the credit of the 
Health Olticer, whose ever vigilant eye and 
sensitive olfactory nerves are constantly on 
the alert. The interments for September 
were made as follows : City Cemetery, 28; 
New Helvetia, 10: St. Joseph, 10; New 
Masonic, 2 ; sent to Florin, 1. 
Captain N. A. Kidder. Harbormaster, re­ 
ported for September: Levee dues collected, 
steamers, $110: barges. $37 50; fish markets. 
$10; total. $157 50. 
Philip Rumble, Poundmaster, impound­ 
ed 35 animals and collected $23 50 in fees. 
11. F. Dillman. Chief of Police, reported 
for September 301 arrests, 24 lodgers, 1,405 
meals furnished, en routes 0. 
George A. Putnam, City Tax Collector, 
collected for the quarter ending September 
30th : City licenses, $6,851 ; fees collected, 
$121 , dog licenses, $137. Total amount 
collected, $7,400. City licenses on hand 
October 1st, $0,555 50. 
Dog licenses on 
hand, $63. 
Application was made by D. K. Kerr to 
have ailey K and L, Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth, opened. 
Mrs. Win. M. Lyon objected to the mode 
of assessment for the improvement of P 
street, from Second to Third, and asked for 
a day to lie set apart for the hearing of such 
objections. 
A majority of the property-owners in the 
block between L and M, Third and Fourth 
streets, remonstrate to the proposed im­ 
provement, the construction of a vitrified 
iron-stone sewer-pipe in the alley. 
A. Meiss was awarded the contract for 
grading G street, from Fifteenth to Six­ 
teenth. 
A. S. Hopkins and L. L. Lewis, repre­ 
senting the Board of Trade, appeared before 
tne Board and presented the report of the 
special committee upon the city bonds, 
which was published in the R ecord-Union 
a lew days since. The report referred to 
recommends and asks that the Board of 
Trustees dismiss the appeal now pending 
in the Supreme Court the object of 
which appeal is to obtain a decis­ 
ion that the Funded Debt Commission 
is an unconstitutional body. Messrs. Hop­ 
kins and Lewis urged the advisability of 
dismissing the appeal, and argued against 
a compromise with the bondholders upon 
the basis which has been already pub­ 
lished, believing it would not be for the 
city's interest to do so. 
Mayor Brown replied very firmly against 
the .proposed dismissal of the appeal, and 
sharply criticised the method ot handling 
the city indebtedness through the opera­ 
tions of the Bond Commissioners. It is 
evident that the Trustees will not recede 
from their position to kill the Bond Com­ 
mission if in their power, and whatever 
action the Board of Trade thinks proper to 
take in the premises, it may as well pro­ 
ceed to without delay. 
A Trick that W as Vain. 
Ah Sing, the Celestial who robbed rooms 
at N. A. Kidder’s residence recently, taking 
about $100, a gold watch and chain, and a 
belonging to Burt Kidder, as a por­ 
tion of Ids booty, was, it will be recollected, 
arrested byod.cers Sullivan and l!urt at 
Woodiatv I and brought back to Sacra­ 
mento. He was searched when captured, 
but less than $20 was found upon him, the 
balance of the money he having, he said, 
tost at tan. l’he watch he claimed to have 
given to a friend to bring to Sacramento. 
Yesterday his case was called in the Police 
Court, and he was held to answer in $3.000 
hail. When he was being put back in his 
cell, officer Farreu casually took hold of his 
arm, and felt a swelling on the under side, 
near the armpit. He inquired what that 
was, and Sing, squirming a little, said, 
“ Don't touch him : he heap sore.”

CITRUS FAIR SOCIETY. 
A Perm anent Organization Effected for 
Central California. 
Another meeting of the Board of Trade 
and others was held last evening in the 
Directors' 1*001113 of the Sacramento Bank, 
for the purpose of perfecting plana for the 
formation of a permanent Citrus Fair As­ 
sociation. Albert Gallatin presided, and 
Dr. Latham was Secretary. The form of 
organization was discussed at length, to­ 
gether with methods of work to secure the 
results sought for, the dissemination of in­ 
formation concerning our semi-tropical 
productions and boundless resources. The 
following draft of organization was agreed 
to and unanimously adopted : 
CONSTITUTION ON THE CENTRAL CALIFORNIA 
CITRUS FAIR ASSOCIATION. 
NAME. 
Section 1. This society shall be called the 
Central California Citrus Fair Association. 
object. 
Section 2. It shall be the object of this society 
to encouruge the cultivation of citrus aim other 
semi-tropical fruits in the central portions oi the 
State of California, and the dissemination in the 
Eastern States of information regardiug this 
region for such cultivation. 
MEMBERSHIP. 
Section 3. Any person may become a member 
of this society by the payment of t- ób per year. 
8ection 4. Any person whom the Board snail 
propose may be elected an honorary or corre­ 
sponding member, and shall enjoy, free of all 
cnarge, all the privileges of the society except 
voting and holding office. 
PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERS. 
Section 5. Anv citizen of the citrus belt of cen­ 
tral California being a regular member of the 
society, shall be eligible to office and entitled to 
vote at any election of officers, and have free 
admission to the exhibitions of the society, to­ 
gether with his wife and minor children. 
OFFICERS. 
Section 6. The officers shall consist of a Board 
of Directors, nine from Sacramento county and 
two from each of the other counties oi tlieeitrus 
belt of Central California. The niue Sacra­ 
mento county members shall form the Execu­ 
tive Committee of the Board. The Executive 
Committee shall be charged with the active 
management and control of the society; shall 
have possession and care of its property ; shall 
have power to make all necessary changes in 
the rules and regulations of the society, and 
shall provide for ail annual lair or exhibition 
of citrus and other semi-tropical fruits in the 
city of Sacramento, or elsewhere, as the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee mav deteimine. They shall 
elect one of their members as President of the 
Association, another member as Vice-President, 
and shall also elect a Treasurer and Secretary. 
DUTIES OF T1IE PRESIDENT. 
The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Board and of the Association, and call 
special meetings ot the Board when necessary, 
and 011 the written request ot three members, 
aud shall appoint all meetings not otherwise 
provided lor. I11 absence ot tne President, the 
Vice-President shall preside at all meetings and 
shall have all the powers of the President. In 
the absence of the President and Vice-President, 
any member chosen to preside shall have the 
same powers as the President. 
DUTIES OF THE SECRETAP.Y. 
The Secretary shall conduct the correspond­ 
ence of the Board and Association, keeping 
copies of all important letters written in the 
name of or 011 behalf ot tbe Board or Associa­ 
tion, holding the same free to the inspection of 
any member of the Board or Association, at any 
regular meeting ot the same. He shall also re­ 
ceive aud file all letters addressed to the Board 
or Association, holding the same subject to the 
Board of Directors. He shall attend all the 
meetings of the Association and Board, keeping 
a full record of the proceedings of each in á 
book tor that purpose. He shall prepare and 
publish all notices of meetings, shall keep a 
roll of all standing committees, and shall call 
the same whenever desired to do so by the 
Chair; shall sign all certificates of membership, 
and forward the same to those entitled to receive 
them. He shall keep, in a book prepared for 
that purpose, the name and address of every 
member: shall prepare and sign all gratuitous 
or complimentary cards or tickets of admission; 
shall countersign all diplomas, certificates of 
merit, etc., awarded by Hie Board, and forward 
the same to their respective claimants. 
DUTIES OF THE TREASURER. 
The Treasurer shall receive all funds of the 
society, and shall disburse the same only 011 the 
order of the Board attested by the President and 
Secretary, and shall at the annual meeting 
make to the society a detailed report of all his 
transactions. 
STANDING COMMITTEES. 
The standing committees of the Association 
shall be as follows: On Finance and Premiums, 
on Buildings for Exhibition, on Collection of 
Fruits and on Invitations and Receptions. 
The Committee on Finance and Premiums 
shall, under the Executive Committee, have 
charge of the financial affairs of the society, 
make the collections of funds to conduct the 
Association, and solicit articles from merchants 
or others to be given as premiums. 
The Committee 011 Buildings for Exhibitions 
shall, under the Executive Committee, procure 
a suitable buildiugaud arrange the same for the 
exhibition of citrus and other semi-tropic fruits. 
The Committee on Collection of Fruits shall, 
under the Executive Committee, be in charge of 
everything that pertains to the collection of 
fruits for exhibition. 
The Committee on Invitations and Reception 
shall, under the Executive Committee, have 
charge of the invitations to the general public, 
and to private individuals, to attend the ex­ 
hibition, and shall receive and entertain the 
same. 
The Directors of this Association for the ensu­ 
ing year shall be as follows: From Sacramento 
county—Newton Rooth, Albert Gallatin. L. 
L. Lewis. P. E. Platt, Joseph Steffens, E. J. 
Gregory. E. K. Alsip, A. S. Hopkins and C. H. 
Hubbard. 
Without selecting the members of the 
Board from the other counties, the meeting 
then adjourned until to-morrow, at 3:30 p. 
m ., when those Directors will he reported 
by the Executive Committee for approval, 
and other business will be transacted.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-flve, two- 
third s of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, oí the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as nsed i:i tbia article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; prended, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively

Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be aud shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
prori'f;J further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Ser.ion Ten ol this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owner! and registered or enrolled m 
this State, or may tax such ships ami vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in ease of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fule residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. S. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer iu ihis State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically ail prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at'twelve o'clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 
Sue. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall he assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an nunual tax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earnings,earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lien of 
all other State and county taxes upon tlie fran­ 
chise, business, right oi way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed ami taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on tlie thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
ami declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; pmiiUd. however, that 
the Legislature may at any timo pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all casas 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking:

Second—The gross earnings which, daring the 
same year, have been earned partly within ihis 
State and partly without this Mate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such eanungs 
betweeu this State and other Stages or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
nsed in making Buch earnings, bears to "'he 
whole number of miles thereof, bv the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate eArnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the 8tate. and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken aud deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this Stat®.

treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions or this section 
shall become part of the Geueral Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in wbieh said railroad If 
situated, m proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county ivaall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, a^socia: ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
thei? railroads within thi* State. The taxu* 
hcrijein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in'this section designated, andmay 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, fo far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ol the district, at a spec)»} election 


delay the collection of any tax latf ^nder the 
form of law, except upon a showL that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, aud then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the Tax Collect )T to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes hevc been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature mav designate, uutb 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thsreon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ecount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adoption of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred aud eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided^ for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 
Now, Therefore, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Aefc of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Propos'd Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1S83,” the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by e 
qualified electors of the3t ate on 
Tuesday, November 2,1886, 
The amendment is designated "Amendment 
Number One," and the ballots used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One," or the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One," 
written or printed thereon.

October 4th.—To-riav 
the tenth annual Assembly of the K nights 
of Labor m et in this city. 
The members 
were welcomed by Governor Fitz-H ugh 
Lee, who said that all good men would 
support the present m ovement if it fought 
against incorporated rascality and corn- 
baited the great money corporations that 
sought to control the legislature by bribery 
and corruption. 
H e declared that all cap­ 
ital was not employed for such vicious 
uses, and that any differences between 
workm en and employer would be settled 
as the great Constiiutiou had been drafted 
—by conciliation and fair compromise. 


po w d ebl y’s addkess. 
Mr. 
Powderly, 
the 
General Master 
W orkman, then addressed the Assembly, 
reviewing the work of the year, and de­ 
clared it was the most eventful and trying 
one >n the existence of the order. 
“If we 
are guided by the experience of the past," 
said the speaker, “and act accordingly, we 
can place the order upon a footing safe and 
sound that no assault from its enemies can 
injure it. 
If we are not guided by that ex­ 
perience, if we fail to read right the signs 
of the times, we fail to properly represent 
those who sent us here.’ 
He cited that in 
one vear more than 4.000 new Assemblies 
liad W en organized. 
He said that quite a 
few had entered the order and at once 
plunged into rash strikes, contrary to the 
policy of the order. 
H e spoke" of the 
Southwestern 
railway 
strike at 
great 
length. 
He said that he did not approve 
of that strike, but it was only when the 
threat was made to stop every wheel in 
the United States that he raised his voice 
against it. 
He did that in defense of the 
order and the country. That the South­ 
western strikers had suffered great wrongs 
was true, and it was his belief that the 
railway companies, with a full knowledge 
of what these grievances were, precipitated 
the tight them selvefct a time to m ake it 
appear to the world that the strike was for 
an insignificant cause. 
The eight-hour 
strike was not successful, because neither 
the workmen nor employers were ready 
for it. The reduction of hours of labor 
was a necessity, and, sooner or later, m ust 
be had. The speaker said the proposed 
reduction of working hours caused m illions 
of dollars’ worth of work to be left unfin­ 
ished and undone because of the uncer­ 
tainty of taking contracts. 
Never was it 
more- clearly dem onstrated that the injury 
of one was the concern of all, than in the 
movement he m entions. The move was 
in the right direction, but the tim e and 
circumstances were not suitable. H e de­ 
clared that before a short-hour system 
would be of any benefit the relation which 
the workmen bore to the labor-saving m a­ 
chine m ust undergo a radical change. The 
m achine m ust become the slaveof men in­ 
stead of 
man subordinate to the m a­ 
chine. The plan of co-operation through 
which the workmen may control the m a­ 
chine m ust supersede the present system, 
lieferring toehild labor, he said it would be 
the duty of every Assembly to see that all 
children should attend school. 
H e asked 
that a special Committee on Education be 
appointed to prepare and recommend a 
plan 
for 
the better education of the 
American youth. 
The m en who owe 
allegiance 
to 
the 
Knights of Labor 
arc engaged in the contlict, but it is in a 
war of truth against error. 
It is not, as 
m any honestly believe and m any more 
dishonestly assert, a war of labjr-against 
capital. The war in which the manhood 
of the American laborer is fighting for is 
recognition. 
In this war it m ust be de­ 
term ined which shall rule—monopoly or 
the American people, gold or m anhood? 
Our battles are not fought for the purpose 
of determ ining w hether an individual shall 
rule a State or an Empire, but to decide 
w hether the people who are entitled to 
life, liberty and happiness, shall live in the 
full enjoym ent of their rights and liberties, 
as becomes citizens of the republic. The 
monopolist of to-day is more dangerous 
than the slave-owner of the past. 
Monop­ 
oly takes land from the people in million- 
acre plots, it sends its agents abroad and 
brings herds of uneducated, desperate men 
to this co untry; it imports ignorance and 
scatters it broadcast throughout the land. 
It, and it alone, is responsible for every 
m anifestation of anarchy that ever the 
country has witnessed. All men m ay not 
he willing to adm it that this statement is 
true, but when monopoly dies no more 
Anarchists will be born in this country, 
for anarchy is the legitimate child of m o­ 
nopoly. 
W hile I condemn and denounce 
the deeds of violence committed in the 
name of labor during the present year, 1 
am proud to say that the Knights of Labor, 
as an organization, is not in any way re­ 
sponsible for such conduct.
